CONSTITUTION, 


The Florida coupon law has unani- 


mously been declared unconstitutional 
and invalid by the three United States 
Judges which recently gave hearing 
to both sides in the case at Hunts- 
vllle, Ala. Judge Rhydon M. Call of 
the southern district of Florida, who 
wrote the opinion, has announced the 
decision, which is adverse to 
the 


state authorities and favorable to the 
merchants making the fight against 
the coupon law. 


The hearing was given by Judge 


William B. Sheppard of Pensacola, 
Judge Call of Jacksonville and Judge 
David D. Shelby of Huntsville, Ala.

STATE COUPON LAW KNOCKED 


OUT BY THE FEDERAL COUR 


DECISION RENDERED BY THREE 


UNITED STATES JUDGES 
DE 


CLARES 
IT TO BE 
AGAINST 


CONSTITUTION, 


The Florida coupon law has unani 


mously been declared unconstltutlona 
and Invalid by the three United State 
ludgea which recently gave hearing 
to both sides in the case at Hunts 
vllle, Ala. Judge Hhydon M. Call 01 
:he southern district of Florida, who 
wrote the opinion, has announced thi 
decision, which is adverse to 
the 


state authorities and favorable to th< 
merchants making the fight against 
the coupon law. 


The hearing was given by Judge 


William B. gheppard of Pensacola 
Judge Call of Jacksonville and Judge 
David D. Shelby of Huntsville, Ala 
Their decision that the statute enact- 
ed by the legislature of 1913, impos- 
ing a tax of J750 on each dealer for 
each place of business and for each 
brand of cigars, cigarettes or other 
articles carried if the package con- 
tains any redeemable coupon is un- 
constitutional, will • probably settle 
the question without further litiga- 
tion. It could and possibly may be 
carried to the United States' supreme 
court. 


A temporary injunction was grant- 


ed the merchants of Jacksonville and 
other cities, restraining the county 
solicitors, tax collectors 
and 
the 


state, attorneys from enforcing 
the 


antitcoupon law. It would, if enforc- 
ed and if the use of coupons as ad- 
vertising and trade-bringing methods 
were not dropped, amount to thous- 
ands of dollars and affect even 
the 


smallest grocery in the state.

If the Hastings farmer follows the 


travels or journey of the potatoes he 
ships out in the spring he will find the 
following conditions applied to that 
shipment. It will give him an insight 
into that cry of the high cost of Hvng, 
of why an every day food is a dear ar- 
ticle to buy. 


The spring potatoes are raised by 


the Hastings farmers here in Florida. 
An average small farmer will ship be- 
tween 500 and IbOO barrels of pota- 
toes with 11 pecks each to the New 
York market. He receives net, an av- 
erage of $3.00 per barrel, or 27c per 
peel'. 


The barrel then goes to the commis- 


sion merchant. He lives on Riverside 
Drive, pays $2000 a year 
for 
his 


apartments and keeps an automobile. 
He spends $7,000 a year to live. Next 
the potatoes are sent to the wholesal- 
er. He pays $1,800 for his apartments 
and keeps an automobile. His living 
expenses are $6,000 a pear. He sends 
the potatoes to the jobber, who lives 
in an apartment which costs $1,500 a 
year on Broadway, keeps an automo- 
bile and spends $5,000 a year. From 
him the barrel of potatoes travels to 
the retailer, who lives in a $700 apart- 
ment on a side street, has a corner 
store, for which he pays $125 a month 
rent, keeps two delivery wagns at a 
cost of $140 a month and spends $2,- 
500 a year on his living. Finally the 
potatoes get to the consumer. He 
lives in an apartment for which he 
pays $40 a mouth. He rides in the 
trolley car or the subway and spends 
all he can make or a Ittle more to live 
and he pays nearly $9.00 per barrel for 
those potatoes, or 80c per peck. — 
Hastings Journal.

The primary law, known as the Bry- 


an primary law, changes many of the 
important features of the law under 
which these elections have been held 
heretofore, and it behooves every man 
to familiarize himself with Itg require- 
ments in order to avoid the disappoint- 
ment of finding himself disqualified to 
vote when election time cornea 


One new feature is that the present 


law requires every man, who Is eli- 
gible to vote to register, making an 
oath as to the party which he belongs 
to and will support, and every man has 
to make this oath and register anew 
before each primary election before he 
is entitled to vote. 


Another change, -which is -well to 


be noted, is that these elections will 
be held on the first Monday In June 
of each year in which a general elec- 
tion occurs, instead of in May, as has 
been the case heretofore. 


Section 7, chapter 6469, 
provides 


that any person who solicits, receives 
or accepts from another any pay, gift, 
reward, 
loan of money, salary, con- 


tribution or other thing of value," for 
loss of time, expenses or any services 
in connection with his candidacy in 
a primary election, shall, upon con- 
viction therefor, be fined not exceed- 
ing $1,000, or not exceeding one year 
in prison, or both fine and imprison- 
ment. 


There will not be any second pri- 


mary under the present law, as each 
voter will have the privilege of vot- 
ing on his ballot for a second choice 


It is conceded that the greatest trou 


ble that is liable to develop in th 
working of this law is in counting and 
tabulating the vote for the various 
candidates so as to determine who are 
the successful ones, but this 
poin 


concerns only the inspectors of the 
elections, and it is their duty to ac 
quaint themselves with the law tlvor 
oughly as soon as they know they wil 
be appointed inspectors.—Kissimmee 
Journal

In 1912 Dade county claimed to hare

Twenty-five per 
cent of the aupe fruit from the Miami 
section has Ren shipped. Prices have 
declined'iu tt» northeu markets some- 
what, and'this tact and the further 
fact that the ripe fruit has heen pret- 
ty well gathered have caused the ship- 
ment to slacken considerably. 


The second well for draining the wa- 


ters from the sink hole near the ceme- 
tery in Orlando has been drilled 
through to the cavern below, and the 
test of H,s capacity is being made. It 
is rather curious to observe the dif- 
ference in the two wells which are 
within fifteen feet of each other The 
first well was drlled to a depth of 235 
feet, and lowered the water about two 
inches in 24 hours. The second well 
was drilled to a depth of 146 feet, and 
In three hours had lowered the water 
more than an inch.

so great that when a board is placed 
over the opening it is difficult to re- 
move it Both are 12-inch wells.

ON JOURNEY TO CONSUMER 


GROWER GETS $3.00 PER BARREL 


AND PURCHASER PAYS PROF- 


ITS TO MANY HANDLERS 
OF 


THE P.RODUCT. 


If the Hastings farmer follows the 


travels or journey of the potatoes he 
ships out in the spring he will find the 
following conditions applied to that 
shipment. It will give him an insight 
into that cry of the high cost of Hvng, 
of why an every day food is a dear ar- 
ticle to buy. 


The spring potatoes are raised by 


the Hastings farmers here in Florida. 
An average small farmer will ship be- 
tween 500 and IbOO barrels of pota- 
toes with 11 pecks each to the New 
York market. He receives net, an av- 
erage of $300 per barrel, or 27c per 
peel' 


The barrel then goes to the commis- 


sion merchant. He lives on Riverside 
Drive, pays $2000 a 
year 
for 
his 


apartments and keeps an automobile. 
He spends $7,000 a year to live Next 
the potatoes are sent to the wholesal- 
er. He pays $1,800 for his apartments 
and keeps an automobile. His living 
expenses are $6,000 a pear. He sends 
the potatoes to the jobber, who lives 
in an apartment which costs $1,500 a 
year on Broadway, keeps an automo- 
bile and spends $5,000 a year. Prom 
him the barrel of potatoes travels to 
the retailer, who lives in a $700 apart- 
ment on a side street, has a corner 
store, for which he pays $125 a month 
rent, keeps two delivery wagns at a 
cost of $140 a month and spends $2,- 
500 a year on his living. Finally the 
potatoes get to the consumer 
He 


lives in an apartment for which he 
pays $40 a mouth. He rides in the 
trolley car or the subway and spends 
alt he can make or a Ittle more to live 
and he pays nearly $9.00 per barrel for 
thofee potatoes, or 80c per peck. — 
Hastings Journal.

The primary law, known as the Bry- 


an primary law, changes many of the 
important features of the law under 
which these elections have been held 
heretofore, a,nd it behooves every man 
to familiarize himself with Itg require- 
ments in order to avoid the disappoint- 
ment of finding himself disqualified to 
vote when election time comets 


One new feature is that the present 


:aw requires every man, who Is eli- 
gible to vote to register, making an 
oath as to the party which he belongs 
:o and will support, and every man has 
to make this oath and register anew 
)efore each primary election before he 
s entitled to vote. 


Another change, -which is -well to 


be noted, is that these elections will 
be held on the first Monday In June 
of each year in which a general elec- 
tion occurs, instead of in May, as has 
been the case heretofore. 


Section 7, chapter 6*69, 
provides 


hat any person who solicits, receives 
or accepts from another any pay, gift, 
reward, 
loan of money, salary, con- 


tbution or other thing of value," for 
oss of time, expenses or any services 
n connection with his candidacy in 


primary election, shall, upon con- 


viction therefor, be fined not exceed 
ing $1,000, or not exceeding one year 
n prison, or both fine and imprison- 
ment. 


There will not be any second pri- 


mary under the present law, as each 
•oter will have the privilege of vot 
ng on his ballot for a second choice 


It is conceded that the greatest trou 


ile that is liable to develop in the 
working of this law is in counting and 
abulating the vote for the various 
candidates so as to determine who are 
he successful ones, but this 
point 


3oncerns only the inspectors of the 
elections, and it is their duty to ac 
quaint themselves with the law tlvor- 
lughly as soon as they know they v, ill 
be appointed inspectors.—Kissimmee 
Journal
